W e reproduce some interesting items 
from a private letter to James Ballou, 
written by Max Grossman and dated 
at Manila April 18: 
We arrived here last Thursday and 
were sent at once on the tiring line 
about eight miles from the city. 
We 
returned last night without having had 
a chance at the insurgents at close 
range, so, as far as we know, no one 
wa- hurt, altho there was considerable 
powder wasted. 
Our soldiers are get* 
t ng the enemy well cornered up. and 
make them come out of the jungles to 
tight. 
The fellows have ail kinds of 
nerve. 
At night they come up to with­ 
in 200 yards of our outposts and tease 
the boys, yelling: 
‘'W hy don't you 
come out and tight'.' You are no good.’’ 
Oue of them had the nerve to come up 
ami call for the corporal's guard. 
We do all our marching at night,tne 
hot season having commenced. 
The 
rainy season will commence in July, 
aod I think by that time we will have 
this insurrection quelled. 
I saw about 
a thousand prisoners in Old Manila, 
and they were a scaley looking lot, of 
all ages, from boys of 16 to old gray­ 
headed men. 
Some of them are men 
of line physical development, but most 
of them are very inferior looking fel­ 
lows. 
On the way out we went ashore at Col- 
umbo, India, and I had a ride in a rick­ 
shaw—a two wheeled rig pulled by a 
native not very elaborately clothed. 
1 
rode all over the city for a rupee—3.Y 
cents in American money, and enjoyed 
he strange sight- very much. 
That 
mode of traveling beats marching thru 
the jungle. 
W e stopped at Singapore 
a couple of days, and had an opportun­ 
ity to see considerable of the various 
classes of tne inhabitants. 
1 will tell 
about them some other time. 
Manila is devided by the Pasig Kiver 
into Old Manila on the east and New 
Manila on the west. 
The old city is 
inclosed by a wall 12 feet high and 
about 12 feet thick, outside of which is 
a moat or ditch. 
The wail is full of 
cells or dungeons, which, could they 
speak, would tell some terrible tales, 
no doubt. 
The city consists principal­ 
ly of barracks and churches, with 
scarcely any business houses except a 
few old huts where the business is all 
done by Chinese and Japs. 
The real 
business of the place is done in the new 
city, and nearly all on one street call­ 
ed the Escoita. 
Almost everything is 
cheap here except beer. 
American 
beer is 35 cents a quart: the Manila 
beer is lu cents a glass. 
We are in barracks now in the old 
city, guarding prisoners, and we get 
guard duty every other day.

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The

Gov. Tanner Monday morning at the 
StockA ards watched the slaughter of 
twenty-seven tuberculous milch cow- 
under the orders of the State Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners. They were 
part of a herd of forty-seven kept on a 
dairy farm near Springfield, which is 
patronized by the Governor, and each 
of the twenty-seven, under the tuber­ 
culin test, had .shown symptoms of tu­ 
berculous infection. 
The post-mortem 
examinations showed eac h was virul­ 
ently infected, the digestive organs of 
twenty, the udders of three, and the 
lungs, glands and livers of the other 
four exhibiting thick tuberculous de­ 
posits, 
After the tests Governor Tan­ 
ner said he would recommend to the 
next Legislature that at least $50,000 
be appropriated to carry on the exter­ 
mination of tuberculous cattle. 
The 
Live Stock board expects to have killed 
within the present month 1,000 cattle 
suspected of being tuberculous. 
The milch cows which were killed 
were taken from a dairy believed to be 
in fair sanitary condition. 
Their con­ 
demning was the result of a request for 
an examination made to the Live Stock 
board by their owner, who thought 
them free from disease. 
They had no 
superficial indications of tuberculosis. 
After the post-mortem examinations 
Governor Tanner said: 
" I am convinced that tuberculosis 
has made a more general ln\asion of 
live stock than is generally believed 
and I also am confident that such a 
condition, if not remedied by proper 
laws and a liberal appropriation by 
the State, will have results more ser 
ious than the mere loss of cattle. 
“ 1 shall recommend at the next 
meeting of the Legislature that the 
State Board of Live Stock Commission­ 
ers be given an appropriation of at 
least $50,000 with which to carry on 
the work of exterminating tubercu 
lous cattle. 
1 also shall exert my in* 
lluence in obtaining for the commis­ 
sioners more authority. 
“ The appropriation this year for 
this work wa- $5,000. The commission­ 
ers asked for $20,000. 
i myself was in­ 
strumental in cutting down the sum 
requested. 
Having seen conditions as 
they exist, I shall take a personal in­ 
terest now in the matter and .-pare all 
necessary time in aiding the board, 
whose work is, to say the least, prac­ 
tically humanitarian. 
“ My observations lead me to believe 
that it is unsafe to drink milk which is 
not known positively to be nontubet- 
cuiou*. The cattle which 1 have seen 
slaughtered and dissected today and 
which 1 saw were saturated with tuber­ 
culosis ten days ago were furnishing 
milk to my family. 
1 did not institute 
this investigation. 
I had no reason to 
believe that the milk sold me was 
otherwise than pure. 
The fact is that, 
like the thousands of others who drink 
milk, I never questioned its purity. 
And there is the secret of the official 
negligence which has permitted this 
disease to make such progress. 
1 am 
glad my eyes have been opened. 
The 
recent awakening of public interest ou 
the subject will have radical results.’ 
The most important finding of the 
tests was of tuberculosis in the udders 
of three of the cows. When the disease 
is found there, Dr. Lovejoy said, there 
never is any question that the milk 
contains tuberculosis bacilli. 
On the question whether cows with 
only an infection of the glands or lungs 
will give contaminated milk Dr. Love­ 
joy said to Governor Tanner, In ex­ 
plaining one of the dissection.-: 
“ The 
theory that when infected lung- or 
gland co-exist with non-effected udders 
there i- no danger of coutagion is one 
that have been disproved by contrary 
evidence. 
W e have found tuberculosis 
when the udder was clea.
